‘Mayor Walker paid a visit of inspec- 
tion to Bellevue Hospital yesterday 
afternoon with a group of city offi- 
cials and newspaper men. At the end 
of two hours the Mayor and virtually 
every one in his party had been con- 
vinced that the antiquated buildings 
which house the psychopathic and out- 
patient departments should be razed 
and replaced by modern buildings. 
They found these parts of the hospital 
overcrowded, insanitary, poorly ven- 
tilated, lacking sufficient light and 
air, and depressing, all of which 
ig proving a tremendous handicap to 
the hospital’s highly efficient staff. 
The Mayor: and his: party made the 
following observations on their trip of 
inspection : ‘ 

The psychopathic building is an ob- 
vious firetrap. It was erected 108 
years ago as a combined penitentiary 
and hospital. Its stone and masonry 
exterior would defy any fire, but, its 
interior would burn rapidly, especially’ 
its wooden stairways, whith would act

LOSS PUT AT $3,000,000 


Fire at San Luis Obispo, Where Two 
Lives Were Lost; Burns Out-—

LOS. ANGELES, April 9 (4.-The 
greatest oil fire at the Union Oil Com- 
pany tank farm in San Luis Obispo, 
200 miles north of here, was a dying 
monster tonight, while on the same 
company’s storage area at Brea, 20 
miles south of Los Angeles, the second 
huge oil blaze still was a seething 
menace to that settlement. 

The total financial loss at Brea was 
fixed tonight at $3,000,000. No loss of 
life was reported at Brea.

Five of the flaming reservoirs at San 
Luis Obispo, where lightning started 
the blaze an Wednesday, virtually 
burned out today.

Town May Escape Blaze. 

At Brea three reservoirs of a total 
capacity of 2,500,000 barrels still burned 
tonight, while the overflow from these, 
also aflame, had crept to within an 
eighth of a mile of the western edge 
of the town. Fire fighters believed 
that with a continuance of the favor- 
able wind there would be no r to 
the town itself, which also is protected 
by a twenty-acre orange orc’! and 
a ravine between the burning oil and 
the outskirts of the settlement. 

Other da e at Brea included the 
partial destruction of a small oil re- 
finery with an estimated loss of 
$34,000; at least three line and dis- 
tillate tanks of 10,000 8 capacity 
each, which exploded and burned last 
night; two orange, and walnut or- 
chards overflowed by the flaming oil, 
and three handsome homes likewise 
were wi out. 

The Union Oil Company of Califor- 
nia, owner of the tank farms at San 
Luis Obispo and Brea, is the largest 
independent oil company in the State. 

According to a quarterly stockhold- 
ers’ report, made public today, current 
assets on March 31 amounted to §56,- 
000,000 and net profits for the first 
three months of year were §2,700,- 
000. The quarterly dividend of 50 cents 
a share was declared. 

Discussing the fires, the report sald: 

“While the loss will be very large, 
the amount thereof. cannot, of course, 
be determined at this time. It is 
largely covered by insurance with un- 
derwriters.. This oil represents part of 
our reserves above iid, and the de- 
struction thereof will not affect our 
current operations.’’ 

“UsuMl Dividend Declared. 

Net income of ‘$2,700,000 after depre- 
ciation, depletion and Federal taxes 
was reported by tke Union Oil Com- 
pany of California for the quarter 
ended March 31. Despite the fires 
which have destroyed large tities 
of the company’s stored oil. the usual

At present the rate of insurance on 
oil stored in tanks is about 50 cents 
per $100, while the rate is 65 cents per 
$100 for oil stored in open reservoirs.

GERMANY AND THE DAWES PLAN. 
From the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States comes a far from 
optimistic survey of German economic 
conditions. The testimony adduced.is 
not altogether convincing. In deal- 
ing with the future we are reduced to 
conjecture. It may be that the $300, - 
000,000, Dawes annuity for the second 
year, ending next September, repre- 
sents the maximum of what Germany 
—E pay. it may be that the perina- 
nent $600,000,000 annuity>when+'the 
Dawes schedules come into full force 
three’ years’ hence will ‘have -to - be 
scaled down. But; that is what the 
Dawes plan and the Agent General 
are for. They are there to find out.

FARNHAM ON “ LIBERTY.” 

Hzwrr W. FarRNHAM, Professor 
‘Emeritus of Economics at Yale Unt- 
versity, pauses in his seventies to 
make a few observations on - Law, 
Liberty and Progress. A man trained 
in the careful verification and inter- 
pretation of facts, he is not likely to 
mistake’ “ catchwords’’ and “‘ ques- 
tion-begging: epithets ’’ for arguments. 
Moreover, he is familiar with the real- 
istic history of that of which he writes, 
and recognizes liberty in its varied 
garbs and expressions. His conclu- 
sion, as stated in an. article in The 
Yale Review, is that “liberty ’’ is the 
most overworked of all slogans in 
present use. To most of the early 
Puritans it meant freedom of wor- 
ship; “to some of their descendants 
“it means freedom to’ buy a cock- 
“tail.’’ Under the irritation of some 
law which they dislike, many per- 
sons who have every reason for re- 
specting laws for the protection of 
their property indulge in wholesale 
denunciation of lawmakers because of 
this, single restraint, not realizing that 
it, tog, is intended to make other and 
presumably higher freedom possible. 

One, for example, 4s irritated by the 
compulsory vaccination law. It re- 
strains one’s freedom by its discom- 
forting and inconveniencing compul- 
sion; yet collectively this individual 
restraint has given a physical liberty 
by practically eliminating the scourge 
of smallpox wherever the Iégal re- 
straint has been applied. So mental 
liberty is provided by compulsory edu- 
cation laws which place parents under 
the restraint of sending their children 
to school. And so economic lberty 
has been enlarged by labor laws which 
make the wage-receiver more efficient 
and prevent the stunting of children 
by overwork or the injury of their 
health by working in unsanitary sur- 
roundings. With the progress of sci- 
ence we are bound to: have more and 
\more invasion of the liberty of the 
individual in the interest of the com- 
mon weal. The crowding of people in 
great centres is another restraint that 
must find its compensation, if. at all, 
in the higher satisfaction that can 
only 5 vcome. through institutions de- 
pending’ upon the support of great 

numbers. 

The true test of every law. which 
restricts or infringes personal liberty 
—and few do not—is as to *‘ whether it 
** makes for liberty in the larger and 
“real sense,"? whereas the test which 
is most frequently and selfishly ap- 
plied is a3 to whether it suits the per- 
sonal taste of the individual. But as 
Mr. FaRNHAM says; the ‘Constitutiéh 
was not adopted to secure absolute 
liberty. It aimed to secure “ the biess- 
ings of liberty,’’ and that liberty this 
distinguished economist, from . the 
summit of his years, defines as the 
liberty which subserves .not .“ the 
crude egotism of the individuai’’ But 
the ‘‘ general welfare.’.. The vocifer- 
ous modern liberal. declaiming for 
“laissez faire’’ and. against social 
legislation is sometimes, he adds, "a 
“conservative motoring under last 
‘‘ year's number plate,”’ or one whose 
gaudily labeled baggage én his return 
from Europe records notwhere‘he is 
|going but where he’has been. Alto- 
gether, this . experienced. economist, 
while agreeing that, we have too many 
laws, beth Federal and State, finds 
justification for all those laws which 
pass this test which has been named 
and. which seek to check. evils 
that. social -inhibition cannot develop 
quickly enough to prevent. It is not 
a new defiriition of liberty, but it is 
one to b> recalled at a time when so 
many are’ disposed: to define it as a 
negative, abstract term_instead of the. 
higher goal of jegal restraint.

More than any otties man 
AGUINALDO enjoys the esteem and has 
the respect of the Filipino people. It 
is sometimes said that when. indepen- 
dence is granted they will- elect him 
President.. Despite his distrust. of 
Quezon’ and OsmeEna, and their dislike 
of him, he would be the leading: can- 
didate for the office. At least that is 
what “his friends say, the common 
people whose hero he. still is. His per- 
sonal relations. with the old military 
leaders are intimate. Most of them, 
and most of their followers, belong to 
the Democratic Party, which is not 
the party ‘of Quezon and OSM1.ia. 
But politically, AcuiNaL#o ‘has always 
been neutral or silent. He has kept 
his own counsel and refrained from 
criticism of the politicians who have 
made’ war on the Governor General, 
for he has poxigidered himself out * 
public life. 

Living quietly on “his, plantation, 
AGUINALDO has mixed with the people 
only when ,he attended meetings. of 
his old comrades.

CASSEL, KEYNES “AND THE GOLD 
STANDARD. / 
During the chaotic fluctuation in’the 
exchange value of the European cur- 
rencies of 1920 various novel proposals 
were made by the economists for 
nd stabilizing ’’ _Drices through “ revalu- 
ing” the paper money. The Swedish 
economist Gustav CassEL took the 
lead. His suggestions were pressed to 
the logical limit;..and with more en- 
thusiasm than discretion, by Mr. J, M. 
Kernes. But the ‘course of events 
since 1920, the return of one depre- 
ciated currency after another to a 
fixed gold valuation, and at length the 
full resumption of gold payments by 
England, reduced many of those ideas 
of 1920 to a\purely academic status. 
Mr. Kernes‘did not accept the teach-' 
ing of events; he continued to quarrel 
with the gold standard itself, with the 
United States. for not presenting a 
picture of inflated prices; after. 1921 
and 1922 as a result of its huge gold 
accumulations, and with England for 
not experiencing a disastrous break’ in 
prices as a result of gold resumption. 
Professor CasssL was wiser; he rec- 
ognized that events were moving to- 
ward solution of the problem in ways 
different from those he had foreseen 
in 1920. Gradually his own position 
on the gold standard shifted, and he’ 
found himself parting company abso-' 
lutely with, Kernes, who in that year 
had. seemed. to be his pupil. In an 
article which The Living Age trans- 
‘lates from the Tagliche Rundschau of 
Berlin he takes issue with the latest 
oracular. pronouncement of KErnfs on 
the British situation.

foundly rooted the conception of Amer- 
ica-for Americans, North and South, 
and not the selfish, discredited concep- 
tion of ‘United States fiber Alles.”

The Cincinnati-Lookout Mountain

PRESENT SYSTEM DEFENDED 


7 


Proposed Charter Also Is Upheld as 
a Step Forward—-Manager Pian 
Put Forward as Solution. 


Various existing and proposed forms 
of county government were —— 
yesterday at the first of a'series of 
“schools of citizenship’’ at the Hotel 
“Roosevelt by the Westchester League 
of Women Voters. Special emphasis 
was laid on the proposed neW’charter 
for Westchester. County and on a 
county manager plan similar. to that 
now in force in many muficipalities, 
Defects in the present form of ‘county 
government were pointed out and rem- 
edies suggested both by proponents of 
thé charter and by its opponents, who 
declared that reforms could be accom- 
plished without a radical change in 
the existing system 9 county adminis- 
tration. 


Frederick Close, Chairman of the 
Board ‘of Supervisors of Westchester 
County, outlined the present system 
of government and urged the neces- 
sity for having a responsible head who 
would be accountable to the people 
for the proper control of county fi- 
nances. Whether it be a psesident, 
the Chairman of the Boara of Super- 
visors or some other official, he de- 
clared, there was a crying need for 
the abolishment of the existing divi- 
sion. of responsibility and consequent 
lack of efficiency and economy. 

Present System Defended. 

A vigorous defense of the present 
form of government was made by 
Patrick Rooney, a New Rochelle at- 
torney, who declared the proposed 
charter would. bé a long step away 
from the representative and demo- 
cratic form on which the county was 
founded. A change in the county ad- 
ministration, he declared, would in- 
volve changes,in that of the State, 
town and city. 

“There is no need or convenience of 
our fellow-citizens ih this country,’’ he 
said, ‘‘which cannot be amply provided 
for under our present sygtem, which is 
dn outgrowth of upward of a thousand 
years: of human *experience. «It is de- 
vised for the purpose of carrying out 
the representative theory of, govern- 
ment. The smallest governmental unit 
is.the town, The electors of the town 
govern themselves and manage their 


own. affairs, thus providing for the |> 


regulation of local matters by those 
best qualified to understand local con- 


ditions.” 


William Cameron of Yonkers, Chair- 


|man of the County Government Com- 


mittee of the Board of Supervisers, 
presided at the afternoon session and 
explained the main provisions of the 
charter. He stressed the economy that 
would be effected, declaring that the 
Board of Supervisera was not directly 
responsible to.the people. The budget, 
he said, would be materially reduced 
if. -its -makers-were responsible: and 
‘‘punishable” for inefficient manage- 
ment. The charter provision as re- 
gards the Department.of Public Works, 


- | téo,. he declared, ‘would do away ‘with 


‘present evils. 

Changes that would better the pres- 
ent draft of the proposed charter were 
discussed by Joseph Allen. of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York. 

The County Manager plan was dis- 
cussed by John Blandford of the 
Newark Chamber of Commerce and the 
National Municipal Bureau. 

Other speakegs included Colonel 
Franklin Q. Brown, President of the 
Westchester Chamber of Commerce, 
who presided at the luncheon; Profes- 
sor Howard Lee McBain, Professor of 
Constitutional Law at Columbia, who 
said that the present draft of the 
charter failed to provide clearly for 
amendment by popular vote; L. A. 
Tanzer, representing the Westchester 
Civic Association, which 
opposes the charter; Paul Crandell, 
who spoke on the present County 
Court system, and Otho Cartwright, 
who discussed equalization of taxes. 
About 200 members of the Leag te 
attended the meeting.

Drafts Regulation to Prevent 
Dealers Who Sell to Public 


From Handling Product.

HYLAN WILL’ AID INQUIRY 


To Give Newcombe Data on Alleged

A new regulation prohibiting the 
handling of skimmed milk by whole- 
sale or retail dealers who sell for _pub- 
lic consumption in New York City was 
drafted yesterday by Dr. Louis I. Har- 
ris, Health Commissioner. . Such a ban 
formerly existed,-but was removed 
during the administration of Dr. Haven 
Emerson, who headed the Department 
ot Health during Mayor Mitchell's Ad- 
ministration. A mecting of the New 
York Milk Conference. Board, which is 


made up of the largest dealers, has 
been called for 10:30 o’clock tomorrow 
morning in Dr. Harris’: office. 

“The adulteration of milk hag been 
carried on so extensively that I con- 
sider the regulation a necessity,’’ Dr. 
Harris said yesterday. ‘‘The cream 
has been removed from the top of milk 
cans and skimmed milk-and water 


Jadded to their contentg. In order that 


no injustice may be done the milk in- 
dustry, I have asked the members of 
the Milk Conference to meet. me to- 
morrow. I shall submit.to them my 
proposals for ridding the businéss of 
these objectionable: practices. - What- 
ever, Suggestions they may have to 
offer will be carefully considered.”’. 


Two Other Conferences Called. 


Two other conferences on the milk 
situation have been called by Dr. Har- 
tis for tomorrow. He will meet the 
general milk dealers in his office at 
11:30 o’clock when he said he should 
‘lay down the law as we expeet it to 
be observed.”” At noon the sour cream 
dealers will meet and he will go over 
the matter with themi.e 

“We have accumulated evidence,” 
said Dr. Harris, ‘‘showing that a large 
volume of the ‘skimmed kk sold was 
not used for commercial purposes but 
to adulterate loose milk. We have nc 
intention of interfering with the sale 
of skimmed milk for commercial use, 
but we intend to cee that it cannot be 
publ for adulteration of that sold the 

ublic.”” 

Out of the 3,000,000 quarts of milk 
sold daily in New York City it is esti- 
mated that, at the peak of the adul- 
teration, approximately 1,200,000 quarts 
were tampered with 

Dr. Harris said he was investigating 
reports which had reached him that 
inspectors and officials of the Health 
Department whose duties involved milk 
inspection were living. beyond their 
means. Several of them are re 
to own automobiles and to be members 
of suburban golf clubs which Dr Har- 
ris said that he could not, himself, 
afford to join. The highest salary paid 
acy of those under investigation is 
less than $4,500 a year. 

Hylan To Give Information. 

Former Mayor Hylan, in response to 
a telephone inquiry by District. Attor- 
ney Richard 8. Newcombe of Queens, 
said yesterday that he would be “giad”’ 
to come to Mr. Newcombe’s office. and 
give all the information he possessed 
concerning alleged extortion on the 
part of milk inspectors during his ad- 
ministration.

BLAMES ENGINEER 
FOR JERSEY WRECK 


Prosecutor Says He Took Curve 
at High Speed—investigator 
Withholds Report. 


FINDS PART OF BROKEN RAIL

First Train ‘May Have Split the 
Raii—Eleven Sti! in 
Camden | Hospital.

CAMDEN, N. J., April. 9,_James 
Maybury Jr., chief investigator of the 
Railroad Division of the New Jersey 
Public Utility Commission, who inves- 
tigated the wreck of the second section 
of the Nelly Bly Express of thé Penn- 
sylvania Railroad near Delair yester- 
day, when the locomotive and foyr 
Pullman cars left the-track, killing 
three persons and injuring about fifty 
others, reported this afternoon that he 
had founda section-of broken rail at 
the scene of the disaster. 

Mr. Maybury said it might have been 
possible that the rail was broken when 
the first section of the train passed 
over the spot fifteen minutes before, 
but that this train, traveling at the 
required speed of twenty miles an hour 
around the curve, remained on the 
track. -He withheld an opinion until 
he cempleted his investigation, but 
Prosecutor Ethan Westcott, who made 
an independent investigation; blamed 
the engineer, John O’Connor, of 22 
Henry Street, Jersey City, who was 
killed, for taking the curve at too high 


“\ "nds His Inquiry. 

“We are convinced,” he said, ‘‘that 
the accident was not caused by spread- 
jng rails, but, by the engineer taking 
the curve at high speed, which caused 
the train to leave the tracks. If there 
was any criminal negligence it was on 
the part of the engineer, and he is 
dead, The Prosecutor's office, there- 
fore, will make no further inquiry into 
the disaster. 

The findings of the railroad’s inves- 
tigators were not made public, but 
were expected to be announced tomor- 
row.

“The cry for a S-cent fare is the 
old song prior tothe creation of 
Greater New York, at which time each 
municipality insisted that the. railroad 
fare nowhere within its limits should 
be more than 5 cents,” Judge Penfield 
wrote ‘:-his letter. “This cry, being 
deemed the popular demand, was 
adopted for all Greater New York, re- 
sulting in carrying a passenger from 
24ist Street to Flatbush, a distance of 
twenty-six miles, for a nickel, or six 
miles for one cent. If the fare is in- 
ereased to 10 cents, there will be a 
howl of short duration, but, when it 
is realized by the traveling public that 
the extra nickel is for the benefit of 
the city and all of its inhabitants, the 
excitement will soon be over.

“Every country has contributed to 
all civilization, Germany in chemistry, 
England with the steam engine, 
America with the telephone, electric 
light and airplane. Every nation has 
made its fundamental contribution to 
all we live by. 

_ Could Support Another 100,000,000. 
“Today we could not carry on with- 
out constant discoveries. The reason» 
why the theories of Malthus did not 
prove correct in practice was that he 
did not take science into account. We 
can support another 100,000,000 people 
in the United States if we make dis- 
coveries in proportion with their num- 

bers. 

“Scientific discoveries are no longer 
the product of the genius in the garret. 
Invention is not possible for men. in- 
adequately trained or without means. 
The inventions of the last thirty years 
have been'the result of an ‘organized 
definite ptirusit of a definite objective 
‘fn great organized laboratories and un- 
“Aer scientitic..men. 

‘For this. purpose our Government 
has’ equipped and maintained ‘these 
laboratories. In any discoveries made 
here your countries benefit equally 
with our own. We know how that we 
cannot advance in culture and science

There were three interesting events 
or announcements in yesterday’s fi- 
nancia] news, and in each the main 
source of interest was comparison.

Exchange of bank checks, 
as reported for March in the whole 
United States, went beyond the highest 
figure reached by any previous month;

To that re- 
markable showing the stock market’s 
activities undoubtedly contributed, but 
it also must reflect nation-wide busi- 
ness operations on a very large scale. 

The third of the day’s incidents was 
the Government’s first Spring-time re- 
port on Winter wheat, which had been 
awaited with great interest. The de-

The average condition assigned for 
Winter wheat, 8.1 per cent., is some- 
what less than the grain trade had ex- 
pected; but on the other hand it com- 
pares with 68.7 a year ago, and is;actu- 
ally the highest April condition esti- 
mate sirice 1921.

Merray Rebber Company ‘Says

TRENTON, N. J., April 9.—Suit for 
$4,927,161 was filed this afternoon in 
the United States District-Court here 
by the Murray Rubber Company of 
this city against Sears, Roebuck & Co.

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WON'T TAKE SIDES 
IN PARK AY. DISPUTE 


Aldermanic Committee Wants 
Full Board to Pass on Plan 
to Rename Two Blocks. 


FINDS AFFAIR “MUDDLED”, 


Portion Involved Had Been Part of 
Fourth Avenue—Objections to 
Changing Name Again Aired. 


If the two blocks between Thirty- 
second and Thirty-fourth Streets, now 
known as a part of Park Avenue, are 
to revert to their original designation 
as a portion of Fourth Avenue, the 
change will have to -be voted by the 
Board of Aldermen without a recom- 
mendation, by the board’s Committee 
on ‘Public Thoroughfares, which has 
been taking voluminous testimony in 
public hearings during Ahe controversy. 

The final hearing was held yester- 
day.. At its conclusion the committee 
went into executive session and de- 
cided that the affair had become so 
muddled that its best course was to 
wash its hands of the proposed re- 
scinding resolution. Accordingly, the 
committee voted to report the reso- 
‘lution out without recommendation 
and to permit the dispute to be set- 
tled on the floor by the full board. 
The resolution may come up for action 
in thé regular meeting of the Alder- 
men next Tuesday. 

This is the second attempt within 
two years to change the official desig- 
nation of the two blocks in question 
back to their original appellation of 
Fourth Avenue, which they bore prior 
to April, 1924. In that month the Board 
of Aldermen, by a unanimous vote and 
with the expressed approval of the 
Fifth Avenue Association, designated 
the two blocks as a part of Park 
Avenue. . 


\ Corporation Backed the Move. 

That course had been urgently 
favored by the No. 1 Park Avenue 
Corporation, which had bought the 
old car barn site covering the block 
from Thirty-second to Thirty-third 
Street on the east side of the avenue, 
and which has since erected a large 
commercial building there under the 


designation 1 Park. Avenue, a 
numeral which theretofore had per- 


stead ‘of the late Robert Bacon, a one- 
time Secretary of State and an Am- 
bassador to France. The residence, 
which stands on the northeast corner 
of Park Avenue and Thirty-fourth 
Stréet, 1s still occupied by Mrs. Bacon. 

She and some of her Murray Hill 
neighbors objected to losing the num- 
bering whereby their homes had been 
known for a generation or more. They 
retained. counsel, enlisted the interest 
of Julius Miller, Borough President of 
Manhattan, and others, and finally, 
last: year, persuaded the Board of Al- 
dermen* ta’ rescind its earlier action. 
Mayor Hylan, however, promptly ve- 


ing that no evidence had been ad- 
duced to convince him that the action 
of himself and of the Board of Alder- 
men in April, 1924, “had been im- 
proper.”’ ; ; 

the street numberings ‘were 
changed and the 1 Park Avenue Build- 
ing went ahead and leased premises 
in its new structure to tenants under 
that designation. After the advent of 
the Walker Administration the at- 
tempt to have the 1924 action re- 
scinded was renewed in the form of a 
resolution similar to that which Mayor 
Hylan had vetoed. 


Sees Injustice to Tenants. 


Martin Conboy, who appeared as at- 
torney for the No. 1 Park Avenue Cor- 
poration, served notice upon.the com- 
mittee that the $5,700,000 investment in 
the corporation’s office building, as 
well as the rights of hundreds of ten- 
ants, who had taken_Jong-term leases 
trusting in the good faith of the city 
in changing the name of that section 
of the street to Park Avenue, would 
* seriously impaired if that designa- 

on ‘were to be withdrawn.
